For the first time in the history of the school, the graduat- 
ing exercises were held in the evening and in the Town Hall. 
The members of the class took their parts In a very com- 
mendable manner before a large audience of townspeople 
who gave evidence of their approval and pleasure in the new 
plan. ‘The exhibit of Manual Arts was unusually well fin- 
ished and the work of the sewing class in dressmaking was 
so fine the Board decided the girls merited the use of a sew- 
ing machine. 

Greenville is sending twenty-one of its young people to 
High School with prospects of a larger number attending 
next year. Consequently, the cost of High School tuition 
continues to increase until it has become one of the largest 
items in the budget.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Greenville: 


I submit my seventh annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools: 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


For the fourth consecutive year Greenville has had no 
change in its regular teaching staff. This is unusual and 
highly satisfactory. Miss Bowden resigned as music teacher 
after three years’ service and Miss Elste Wheeler is doing 
that work this year. 


The statistical report following shows about the same 
enrollment last year as the preceding year and a decrease of 
ten the current year. The per cent of attendance last year 
was a bit lower than the year before and was about the same 
the first sixteen weeks of the current year as in the cor- 
responding period last year. ‘Tardiness has been very 
greatly reduced in the last two years. 


It is ten years since the school law first provided for a 
standard school year of thirty-six weeks. Since 1924 no 
school in New Hampshire has had less than thirty-six weeks. 
School enrollment has increased, and the per cent of at- 
tendance has been raised from 91 to 94.5. Pupils are stay- 
ing in school longer,—85 per cent now complete the eighth 
grade as compared with 75 per cent ten years ago; 67 per 
cent enter high school in place of 55 per cent; 43 per cent 
graduate from high school instead of 31 per cent; 23 per cent 
continue their schooling beyond high school instead of 11 
per cent. } 
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High School enrollment has increased from 12,087 to 
16,097, an increase of 33 per cent in ten years, with only 
5 per cent increase in elementary schools. 


While every school in the state is open for at least thirty- 
six weeks, the number of days school is actually in session 
varied last year from 169 to 187. The average for the state 
was 177 and this average has been maintained for the past 
four years. The Greenville schools were in session 185 
days last year, a number which was exceeded by only one 
town in the state, Woodsville having 187 school days. This 
is possible on account of the thirty-eight week school year 
which Greenville maintains in common with a number of 
other towns. 


SUPERVISION 


The division of my time between class room visiting or 
supervision, and office work does not vary materially from 
last year, and as usual a considerable part of the office work 
has to do with the tabulating and interpreting of the scores 
from standard tests. The Stanford Achievement Tests were 
continued last year as in former years and the results were 
mn general handled in the same manner as indicated im last 
year’s report. 


The standardized test in silent reading mentioned last 
year was repeated in October 1929 and the results compared 
with those obtained a year previous. The class work in 
silent reading during the year interval between tests laid 
emphasis upon the particular features in which the first 
test showed the pupils to be deficient, and the pupils who 
scored D or E on the first test were given special attention. 
The results of the second test indicate that our efforts were 
effective to a considerable degree, since there were 11 per 
cent fewer pupils getting scores of D or E than in the first 
test. This must stand, however, as a record of progress and 
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not of complete attainment of the goal, for there are still at 
least 8 per cent more pupils getting D’s and E’s than would 
be expected in a normal group of pupils. 

Besides these two series of tests given for purposes of 
measurement, several other types of tests are being used 
frequently by the teachers for diagnostic purposes. An 
oral reading test is used in the first three greades by means 
of which the teachers determine from time to time what 
progress each child is making and in what respect improve- 
ment should be made. Similarly two types of language tests 
are used at mtervals through the year to check up on the 
pupils’ progress in mastering the correct use of language 
forms. 

While these standardized tests and many other less formal 
tests devised by the teachers are useful in certain fields, we 
‘must keep constantly in mind the fact that there are many 
more phases of education that do not yield to such exact 
measurement, and also the fact that progressive attainment 
in those phases not readily measured is probably more im- 
portant in the equipment of our young folks for their future 
lives than the things we are thus able to measure.
